It 
costs about one penny per stone. Our 
servants were all native boys, whose wages 
were very small. As a concession to our 
European prejudices, they each wore a 
khamsu, a calico shirt reaching to the ankles. 

I found these boys intelligent, and, after 
they had grown accustom to my extra- 
ordinary preference for fresh eggs and milk— 
the natives always bury both for months 
before using them—quite easy to train. They 
had need of training, for their one idea of 
cooking was to boi "everything as uickly 
and as long as possible. We gladly allowed 
these boys to attend the mission schools for 
a few hours evéry day. Here they learned 
Scripture, singing, “the three R’s,” and— 
for this I did not bless the missionaries— 
r football. This game was played every 
evening all the year round in the mission 
fields at 6 o’clock. These boys, so docile and 
obedient at other times, became almost 
frantic as 6 p.m. drew near. The shadow of 
the coming football pervaded all their work. 

It was very omy to come down in 
the morning and find the housework well 
done, but it was not pleasant to see the 
chickens for our one o'clock luncheon boiling 
merrily away. Every meal was cooked 
several hours beforehand, lest the boys 
should be one minute late for their delightful 
game. In vain I used to expostulate, 
threaten and bribe them with slices of 
buffalo’s hump, the favourite native delicacy, 
and soon found that, unless | wished our 
late dinner to be cold (no great hardship 
in such a climate), 1 must either cook it 
myself or re-heat it. With this one excep- 
tion, however, these boys made excellent 
servants. They were wonderfully clean and 
very good-tempered, and they very quickly 
picked up enough English to understand my 
directions. 

They and the other natives seemed to me 
to resemble the Irish peasantry in their 
bright intelligence, good temper and pleasant 
manners. 

The climate in Kavirondo is like ours in 
a hot summer, all the year round. One 
misses the varying seasons, and gets rather 
tired of the perpetual sunshine. Still, as it 1s 
5,000 feet above the sea level, it is quite 
healthy. 

Shall we all emigrate there? 


Alas, that 


is an impossibility. Kavirondo is a “ native 
reserve,” and no one is allowed to settle 
without

travelling equipment shall be as light 

and compact as possible, and it is, in- 
deed, a “ fine art ” to discard the unneces- 
sary and yet pack all the really necessary 
comforts in a small space. Thanks to the 
“tabloid ’’ devices of to-day, it can be done 
by those who know how, and such things 
can be included as will enable the owner to 
practically ‘‘ live ” in her trunk for a week 
or more. 

One of the most helpful devices of this 
nature is an airtight, moth-proof clothes bag, 
long pee - to take full-length fre-ks, and 
fitted inside with several hangers.

From OUR ANGLING CORRESPONDENT. 


In last week's notes I was compelle] t> 
stop at Oughterard, the chief centre for the 
famous Lough Corrib fishery, and as mo+t cf 
the country covered in this week's trip has 
already been dealt with, a return may te 
made to Donegal. As my motoring collsague 
said, almost unlimited time could be devoted 
to this one small corner of the island, and 
true as this is from a tourist point of view, it 
is equally true from the angling aspect. 

For the visiting angler it possesses an 
added interest in that it was the district 
selected by the newly-formed Ministry of 
Fisheries for their first eff rt in actual fishery 
management. They have taken over practi- 
cally the whole ofthe rivers Owenea and 
Owentocker, centre Ardara. For the moment 
the latter is of little real account owing to 
heavy poaching in the past, but the former is 
going ahead, and the results obtained by up- 
to-date methods should provide a valuable 
lead for other fishery proprietors. At Glenties 
there is a salmon hatchery started oh quite 
a small scale, which will probably be 
developed as occasion offers. This fishery is 
usually let, but enquiries should be made to 
the Ministry of Fisheries, 3 Kildare place, 
Dublin. In addition, the Ministry have other 
waters to let, so that an enquiry is always 
advisable. 

Another good centre in the district is 
Gweedore. Visitors to the hotel will find 
the River Clady reserved for them, and a 
first-class river it is. It holds salmon from 
April on; in June and July there is a run 
of peal, and up to the end of September good 
baskets of sea trout may be killed. In 
addition, there are quite a number of lakes 
in the vicinity, all holding brown trout. Full 

articulars can be had on application to Mr. 

. Hanlon, Dungloe, Co. Donegal, or to the 
Gweedore Hotel. 

Something under thirty miles further north 
we come to Rosapenna, where there is another 
good hotel, which also caters for anglers. 
Visitors enjoy reserved water on both the 
Lackagh and Owencarrow rivers, the seasons 
for which extend from April to September 
for both sea trout and salmon. 

The largest of the rivers in this district— 
the Lennan—can be fished from the neigh- 
bouring centres of Kilmacrennan and Ramel- 
ton. In the past the nets on this water 
were worked with an eye to the future, and, 
as the late Augustus Grimble remarks, ‘‘ the 
river not only held «ws own when all other 
rivers were falling off, but has actually made 
a marked improver st.” The best of the 
river—the pool at Ramelton—comes into the 
market now and then—but good sport can 
often bs had above Kilmacrennan towards the 
back-end of the season. 

‘‘ Fishing Holidays” and “ Duffer’s Luck,’’ 
by Stephen Gwynn, contain much valuable in- 
formation about ‘xis locality, and, in addi- 
tion, the latter contains an appreciation of 
the work done by the late W. 5. Green for 
the good of Irish waters, which every angler 
would do well to read.

He seems to 
remember most clearly deals in which 
some more human purpose was served 
than the mere passing of money and the 
acquisition or handing over of some rare 
piece. One of his anecdotes is of a poorly 
dressed man who entered his shop and 
asked the price of a china cottage, left 
hurriedly and afterwards returned with 
one something similar for sale. In- 
terested, as always, in the personal 
history of his purchases, Mr. Rohan asked 
the man where he had got it and received 
a brief promise of information the next 
day. He learned later that the man and 
his family were on the verge of starvation 
when the poor fellow happened to see the 
piece of china in the shop window and 
remembered that he had something like it 
at home. Naturally he was in a hurry to 
get away with his money rather than stop 
to converse about anything that could wait 
until the morrow. 

In the chapter on boxes and pottery, 
Mr. Rohan speaks of the little boxes made 
by the French prisoners during the 
Napoleonic wars, examples of which can 
be seen in a certain shop on the Dublin 
quays. The pictures on the lids wére com- 
tax of inlaid bits of straw, tinted with 

urnt sand or vegetable dyes. These 
boxes seem to the writer of special in- 
terest. How many weary hours they must 
have passed, when captivity was almost 
forgotten in the artist’s joy in. his own 
work! The gift for making these little 
wares seeins to have been the answer to the 
prayer for mercy on all prisoners and 
captives.

“THE SHADOW OF MOUNT 
CARMEL.”’

HE title of Mr. Stead’s book, ‘‘ The 
Shadow of Mount Carmel,” suggests 
spiritual conflict and the quest of the soul 
for divine truth. It was on Mount Carmel 
that Elijah and the priests of Baal held 
their memorable contest which ended in 
the victory, for a time, of the religion of 
the spirit. 

In this book Mr. Stead recounts his own 
spiritual pilgrimage through France and 
Italy in the Holy Year of 1925. He begins 
with a spiritual experience. When walking 
by the canal near Godstow, in England, 
he had “a vision of the spirit, clear and 
bright, encircling all things and yet above 
and independent of their changing forms.”’ 
In Paris he visited the Folies Bergére and 
Notre Dame, and these places so diverse 
were not without power of appeal to him. 
An interesting account of a visit to M. 
Coué at Nancy follows from which one 
gathers that Mr. Stead was not satisfied 
with the formula, “I am growing better 
and better.” ‘‘ It does not remind me,” 
he says, “of unlimited resources beyond 
me; it leaves me tied up inside of myself.’’ 

The subsequent states of Mr. Stead’s 
._pilgrimage were Lourdes, whose miracles 
of healing are sympathetically discussed ; 
Rome at Easter, Sicily and Assisi. It was 
at Assisi and under the spell of St. Francis 
and St. Clare that the seeker came nearest 
to that one Divine Life which breathes 
through all things. His quest ended not 
far from where it began, in a profound 
conviction that the spiritual is the only 
real religion.

AMID THE FORESTS. OF 
NORMANDY. 


—--—- @— - 


S Na translation by Mr. John Heron 
Lepper of M, Edouard Herriot’s book 
will bring delight to many who have‘ not 
seen the original. Apart from the vivid 
picture we get of the —s charm and 
romance of the Dukedom of Normandy 
there is an added interest given,by the free 
expression of the personal opinions of one 
of the most noted figures of modern France. 
M. Herriot writes with idealistic fervour 
of the forests themselves: “ In this 
country,” he says, “the tree is king.” 
The kingdom, however, is not maintained 
without struggle—the struggle of species 
against species, of branch against branch, 
a struggle against wind and snow and 
against the crippling ‘effects of ‘too 
luxuriant foliage, a struggle, above all, 
for light. The life of the forest is 
laborious and complicated, almost painful, 
because of all the enemies. there are’ to 
be combatted—hostile plants of the creeper 
variety, “ that sweet-scented hypocrite, the 
honeysuckle,’’ which strangles growth, 
little animals and insects that destroy. 
Against the last the forest has protectors, 
not always appreciated—the buzzard, the 
owl, the kite all prey on them and restrict 
their activities; and “ for a wage paid in 
juniper berries the. fox, with his red 
muzzle, chases insects and bs.”' 

M. Herriot conjures up for us a vision 
of the long pageant of heroic history this 
Normandy represents; shows us the foot- 
prints of Rome, in thé reads she has 
metalled, in the remains of camps and 
towns. On the other hand, he quotes M. 
Camille Julian, who will not have it that 
Rome improvised a civilisation upon 
French territory, and sees behind the

Roman villa the old farm of Gaul ; refuses, 
in effect, to acknowledge that France is 
the pupil and heiress of Roman genius: 
‘‘She is something else, and she has a 
Ei worth.” He covers briefly the 

enaissance period; there ig much about 
Caen, that veritable museum of the 
Renaissance, of the Church of Conches, a 
Mecca for the lovers of the lyrical at the 
eastern gate to Normandy. 

The concluding portion of the book is 
devoted to Marat, ‘‘ still awaiting an im- 
partial judge,” and Charlotte Corday, the 
Norman Judith. Indelible pictures he 
etches for us of that most resolute woman, 
from her early youth remarkable for little 
save a habit of silence and a love of éoli- 
tude, muclt given as time went on to study 
of the questions of the day, her adoption 
of an attitude in the matter of pubiic 
affairs which leads her finally to that last 
dread hour, undismayed through all, call- 
ing forth the admiration of even the most 
fanatical of her victim’s admirers. André 
Chénier’s courageous ode is her best 
epitaph :— 

Fair, young and full of charm, with headsmen by 
thy side, 
Thy path to death was as the progress of a bride; 


No fear was in thine eye, no face conld calmer be. 
Serene beside the axe, thy glance with scorning 


saw 

The raging mob, vile, servile and prompt to break 
tne iaw, 

That still believes itself both sovereign: and free. 


But only Virtue’s free; thou honour of our name, 
There our undying hope endureth with thy fame; 
Alone, thou wert a man and all mankind avenged. 


Mr. Lepper’s translation is easy. and 
elegant, and the frequent quotations in 
verse, in his rendering, have the charm 
that marked his beautiful book of verse 
translations of Villon. He supplies many 
useful annotations, clearing up allusions 
that would be obscure to readers less 
familiar with French history and affairs. 
Mr. Lepper, by the way, is well known to 
Irish readers already as an Irish historical 
novelist, and as joint author with Mr. 
Philip Crosslé of the History of Irish 
Freemasonry which we reviewed some 
months ago.

MACHINE PRODUCTION. 


—- —-- —- —-— 


R. Hobson’s book was first published 

over thirty years ago. Brought up to 
date and thoroughly revised, it still holds 
its place as one of the most complete and 
erudite studies of the growth of Machine 
Production. In a long, supplementary 
chapter Mr. Hobson “ endeavours to trace 
and illustrate the chie: movements of trade 
and industry which are distinctive of the 
opening quarter of the twentieth century. 
The war period, he notes, “ has marked a 
cleavage in economic as in general 
history,” and he carefully defines the 
stages of disturbance, recovery and re- 
adjustment. In the post-war world water- 
power and oil are becoming the chief 
determinants of economic strength. 

An interesting account is given of the 
development of Trusts and Cartels. Some 
economists believed that the limits of the 
movement towards consolidation and com- 
bines in financial and industria] structures 
had already been reached before the war, 
but Mr. Hobson shows, on the contrary, 
that the movement has been greatly 
accelerated, not only in Britain, but in the 
United States, Germany and Japan. 
“ When decontrol took place, an era of 
mergers and fusions followed, especially 
in the engineering, shipping, mining, and 
other war industries. The very process of 
standardisation in technique and accoun- 
tancy required by war economy facilitated 
combination afterwards.’’ 

In spite of higher and more numerous 
protective tariffs. these combinations mani- 
fest an increasing power to overleap 
national boundaries. ‘“‘ There is also 
ripening everywhere a consjons policy of 
state control over prices, in order to safe- 
guard the consumer against the danger of 
« trade with price-fixing powers.” What 
is yet more significant is the growing 
importance of the machinery of banking 
and finance, upon which commerce more 
than ever depends in transactions involv- 
ing distance and long periods of time. 

Mr. Hobson examines the important 
changes which have been taking place in 
the distribution of wealth “as between 
different nations of the world and different 
sections of the nations, and the relative 
progress towards economic recovery. 
to the present, the United States is the 
only belligerent nation whose current pro- 
ductivity (1925) has reached the pre-war 
level.

TURF FOR STEAM- 
RAISING. 


SATISFACTORY RESULTS IN 
DONEGAL. 


At present the steam-rollers and the stone- 
breaking machinery of the Donegal County 
Council, working in Inishowen, are using 
turf for fuel. .On many occasions during the 
omg ten years turf fuel has been employed 
or this purpose in Inishowen. 

A load of turf, which is supplied for 5s., 
wili ran the machinery for a day, whereas 
trustworthy authority places the coal con- 
sumption at from six to eight cwts. for the 
same period for either roller or breaker, avd 
at ten cwts. for one of the Council’s steam- 
haulers. Coal in this locality would now 
cost £4 a ton, and before the shortage it was 
costing about 50s. 

The reverse of the conditions prevailing 
this year was the rule for some years back, 
when coal was available and turf. unobtain- 
able owing to bad weather If both fuels 
were obtainable, under normal conditions, 
the advantage in the way of cheapness 
might probably lie with the turf throughout 
a considerable portion of the Donegal area, 
but coal has the advantage of being less 
bulky. This does not hamper the stone- 
breakers to any great extent; but it is diff- 
cult to carry sufficient fuel when turf is 
used on either steam-rollers or steam-haulers, 

Virtually all stationary steam-engines in 
the ‘district are now run on turf, The blue 
smoke of their turf fires is even to be seen 
above the funnels of the Moville Steamboat 
Company’s boats plying “on Lough Foyle, in- 
cluding the tenders to the American liners. 
A consumption of about five loads of turf, 
which in Moville cost 5s. 6d. per load, is 
sufficient to make the return journey be- 
tween Moville and Derry. Though that con- 
sumption is pretty considerable, it is pre- 
ferred in comparison with the almost im- 
possible task of trying to raise steam on the 
poor-quality foreign coal procurable.

Her husband, who was a 
soldier in the National Army, she added, was 
killed at Pettigo in 1922.

MEMBERS OF MEATH 
BOARD WALK OUT.

PROTEST AGAINST LOCAL 
OFFICERS ACT. 


When the appointments of a midwife for 
Ballyboggan and a nurse for the Navan 
Hospital came up for consideration at the 
monthly meeting of the County Meath Board 
of Health, which was held in Trim on last 
Wednesday, the Clerk read the circular from 
the Depertment drawing attention to the new 
Act, and, after a heated debate, a motion to 
adjourn the meeting as a protest was carried, 
and the members left the boardroom. . 

The Chairman (Mr. P. Hopkins) said that 
they had no power to make any appointment. 

Mr. Bownes proposed that they resign. He 
had spent twenty-five years in public life, he 
said, and would not tolerate this dictation. 

Mr. Matthews said that Mr. pli «<p had 
stated that there was jobbery on the public 
boards. He (Mr. Matthews) had never seen 
any jobbery at the public boards in all his 
experience. 

The Chairman said that they should cdn- 
sider this matter very carefully before they 
resigned, because by doing so they would be 
playing into the hands of the Government. 
By resigning they would be leaving the posi- 
tion open for the Government. to send down a 
commissioner and to appoint one of their own 
friends. 

Mr. Bownes said that they were elected 
under an Act of Parliament. Where, he 
asked, were these men in Dublin when they 
in Meath were working? He could not sit 
there taking dictation from men in Dublin 
drawing big salaries. The poor of the county 
were starving, and the Board of Health could 
not do anything to relieve the unemployment. 
He attended that meeting that day at expense, 
leaving his harvest work, and when he entered 
that boardroom he found that they Avere in- 
sulted by the officials of their own Govern- 
ment. He proposed that thev leave the room. 

“ SCHEMERS.” 

Mr. Laffan said that he thought the public 
boards of Ireland were taking things too 
quietly. They (the elected men oí the county) 
attended these Board of Health meetings in 
Navan and Trim, and now they were told 
that they were ten schemers and that the 
whole County Council were schemers. 

Mr. Fox said that the Government circular 
did not refer to them particularly. It was not 
throwing a slur on them. In some parts of 
the Free State there were places where it was 
necessary to have an Act like this passed. 
That Board was elected to carry out the Acts 
of Parliament. and he thought that it would 
be a mistake for them to resign, as in that 
case they would have a commissioner sent 
dewn, the work would be carried on “without 
them, and the people who elected them would 
have no say in the administration. 

Mr. Matthews—I propose that we adjourn 
the meeting. and if the County Council will 
not do something I will resign from this body. 

The Chairman put the motion to adjourn as 
a protest, and the proposal was carried. 

Ír. Fox—I will agree with it, but I do not 
think that it is good policy. 

The members then left, and no business was 
transacted.

THE PROPOSED CHANGE IN 
CURRENCY. | 

The Cork County Council yesterday discussed 
the question of the cost of living on a letter from 
the Ministry of Local Government, which 
stated that it did not approve of any office; 
receiving a bonus at a rate in excess of that 
from time to time warranted by the cost of 
living scale. 

The Chairman (Mr. D. L:~@'’Gorman) said 
that he did not agree with a statement that 
recently appeared in the Press that the cost 
of living had gone up a few points. Sales of 
cattle and farm produce showed a considerable 
fall as compared with last year. Sheep and 
lambs were almost a drug on the market, and 
potatoes were even lower than at the pre-war 
rates. In addition the cost of clothes was quits 
reasonable. They could get an excellent sui 
for about £3—an Irish tweed suit. 

Mr. Daly, T.D., denied that the cost a 
living had fallen, and said that potatoes wer 
not down in price. He did not think that the 
chairman could get a suit that would wear 
for the price that he had mentioned. 

The Chairman—For less than £3 you can 
get a splendid suit of homespun.

COUNTY KILDARE 
ROADS. | 
—— | 
SUGGESTED WEIGHT 
RESTRICTIONS. 


Mr. James Quigley, Chief Roads Engi- 
neer of the Local Governmént Depart- 
ment, held an inquiry at Naas yesterday 
into an application made by the Kildare 
County Council in regard to motor traffic 
on certain Toads. | 

The application reguested that an Order 
should be made under the Roads Act, 
1920, prohibit-ug or restricting the driving 
of mechanically propelled vehicles seating 
more than six persons, or vehicles which 
have an unladen weight of more than two 
tons, on portions of the road from Clane 
to Celbridge, Barberstown, and Straffan ; 
and from Straffan to Baybush. 


% 


STATE OF THE ROADS. 

Mr. Monks, representing the County 
Council, said that, with regard to the road 
from Celbridge to ~Clane, was now in- 
structed by the County Council that condi- 
sons as to local administration and main. 
tenance had so altered since the application 
was made that the Council merely asked for 
an order that the weights of vehicles on this 
road should not exceed eight tons laden 
weight. At present there were vehicles 
whose laden weight was fourteen tons using 
the roads. The other roads were county roads, 
and the County Council submitted that they 
roads, and the conference submitted that the 
were quite unsuited to carry motor lorries 
exceeding two tons. These roads were 
structurally inadequate for dealing with this 
trafic, which constituted a danger to pas- 
sengers in vehicles and to other persons 
using the roads. 

"BUS TRAFFIC. 

Mr. John Rorke, County Surveyor, said 
that the roads were not sufficiently wide to 

-ommodate the ‘bus traffic as constant 
trafhc, and consequently there was danger 
to other traffic. Thé road from Barbers- 
town to Straffan had a macadamised surface 
of only thirteen feet wide, with a footpath 
of four feet. He had seen the track of the 
‘bus on the footpath for a length of eighty 
naces where it. had to pull in to pass other 
traffic, and the cost of making these two 
roads suitable by increasing their width 
would be probably about twenty times the 
present annual outlay for maintenance. 

There were some very dangerous turns on 
the main road on the western side of 
Ardrass, the removal of which would be very 
costly and entirely out of proportion to the 
ordinary expenditure, and the foundations of 
the road were waterlogged and apparently 
inadequate for weightecarrying vehicles. He 
could not keep the roads in repair unless he 
got the money to do it. — 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bradley, represent- 
ing the Tower "Bus Company, the witness 
admitted that the limitation of weight asked 
for was meant to keep the "buses off the 
road. He was not familiar with the Tower 
‘Bus Company’s vehicle and did not know 
whether it had balloon wheels, nor did he 
know its weight. He believed that the 
‘bus travelled morning and night. He ad- 
mitted that the "bus had been running for 
eighteen months, and that there had been no 
accidents to the public. He had heard that 
the people of the district had signed a petition 
in favour of the retention of the "bus service. 

A BAD ROAD. 

Superintendent Murphy, Civie Guard, said 
that he knew the road from Clane to Cel- 
bridge. It was once a good road, but was 
now bad. He did not think that the "buses 
solely were the cause of the damage to the 
road, which he believed was caused by a 
heavy vehicle carrying goods to Clongowes 
College. ‘The road would be suitable for 
vehicular traffic up to eight tons. He re- 
garded the other two roads as unsuitable for 
heavy traffic. 

Mr. Quigley—If we had the power to make 
an order restricting the weight to eight tons, 
how would you enforce the order? 

The witness admitted that it would: be 
difficult to enforce the order; but he believed 
that it could be done. 

Mr. E. A. Coonan, County Councillor, said 
that the "bus should be confined to the main 
road. He was in favour of encouraging the 
‘bnses, but not on the two roads. 

Mr. Bertram Barton, D:L., County Council, 
said that the road from Straffan to Barbers. 
town was too narrow, especially at the tyo 
bends, where the traffic had worn away the 
footpath, and where it was impossible for the 
‘bus to pass traffic without going on the foot- 
path. The County Council could not afford 
to keep these roads in order for heavy traffic, 
and they would become still more dangerous 
to the public if allowed to fall into further 
disrepair. 

Mr. N. Travers, County Council, thought 
that the road was too narrow to carry the 
"bus traffic, and that the road from Ardrass 
towards Glane, for about half a mile, was 
narrow and dangerous by reason of bends in 
it. A very large sum would be required to 
put it into proper repair for the ‘bus and 
ordinary vehicles to pass. For the past six 
or. seven years the District Council: of Cel- 
bridge had spent a large sum in keeping the 
road in proper order, but funds were not 
available to keep it in order ‘or ‘bus and 
other traffic. The road foundations were bad 
for three miles on the Celbridge side of Clane. 
The application was not directed against the 
Tower “Bus mpany in particular, but 
against every company which put heavy 
vehicles on the roads. 

Mr. Bergin, B.E., Assistant Surveyor, gave 
evidence in support of the restriction of 


traffic. 
A WORD FOR THE ‘BUS. 

The Rev. Father Furlong, C.C., Straffan, 
submitted that the "bus service was a great 
convenience to the people of the district, and 
he said that he did not believe that the new 
‘bus which the company had put on the road 
caused any damage. He admitted, however. 
that the old "bus did cause damage. 

Mr. T. Spendlove, representing the ‘bus 
company, said that the "bus at present in 
use was two tons laden weight, and was no 
wider than a Ford car and not much longer 
than a taxi. It carried fourteen passengers. 

Major Connolly, who represented the Royal 
Irish Automobile Club, said that his cluh 
would view with satisfaction the decision of 
the County Council in regard to the Clane 
road. They realised that the road was very 
hard to maintain, and that the very heavy 
lorries should be kept off it. He thought that 
the retention of the light 'bus would be 

omed by the people. 

Mr. Quigley said that the inquiry was of 
more than local interest, inasmuch as it was 
the first departure in the way of restricting 
heavy lorry traffic on the roads. These orders 
were common enough on the other side of the 
Channel, and “had been issued in England 
pretty extensively for short lengths of roads 
ind laneways unsuitable for heavy traffic and 

-á-bance. In this country they had not 
rot any conerete ease in which the Depart- 
ment had been able 40 issue-an order. They 
had issued orders in the case of Bundoran 
and one or two places of minor importance 
to keep motor lorries, and even motor cars, 
from the sea front. County councils and 
other people had been clamouring for restric- 
tiens.on the lorry traffic, and in this particu- 
lar case the Kildare County Counce: asked 
the Ministry to hold an inquiry with a view 
to restricting lorry traffic, but, so far. as 
he could see, they had backed out of their 
demand, and had practically put up no 
case against the heavy lorries. At present 
there was a restriction on heavy lorry traffic 
up to nine tons, and’ all that the County 
Council asked for was a restriction on eight 
tons. 

Mr. Quigley added that he would report the 
case of the smaller roads to the Ministry, 
and even if the order was issued in regard to 
these, it could not be said to be any real 
restriction on heavy lorry traffic. Restriction 
of heavy lorry traffic had not arisen at the 
inquiry at all

Subsequently this market was 
seized by Continental traders, mainly resident 
in Holland. Dutch pork beat the Irish pork 
out of the English markets because of its 
mR quality. 

nvestigations, however, left no doubt that 
the quality of the. Irish pigs was at least as 
good as that of the Dutch, but that the 
condition in which the pork was marketed 
was a disgrace to Ireland. 

Chance now had given to Ireland the oppor- 
tunity to regain what she had lost. "Tees 
and-mouth outbreaks in England had 
been traced to consignments of foreign pork, 
The British Government, in consequence, had 
Ise an embargo on it, which shut the 
oreigner out oí competition with Ireland. 
The trade in pork from the -Continent 
amounted to over 1,000,000 pigs, worth over 
£4,000,000, ange snc This was 80 
] that, the economic point of view, 
Ireland should seriously investigate the situa- 
tion which had arisen. No other trade 
existed which might afford so great an oppor- 
tunity to reduce our adverse trade balance 
of imports over exports. 

Recent returns showed that the number of 
igs in England were nearly half a million 
ess thar last vear. ada was not in a 
position to accomplish anything this gente

e general consensus of opinion was that 
the embargo would not be raised for the 
coming season at least. and probably not for 
many vee to come. The plain fact was that 
Ireland was presented with the monopoly of 
a trade worth a colossal sum of money. 
PROBLEM OF. OUTPUT. 
There was reason tv believe that the pig 
population of Ireland had increased durin 
the past twelve months, and that an increase 
number of sows had been sent to the boar 
during the past few months. At the same 
time it was certain that Ireland was not 
in a position to fill a coming winter 
more. than a portion of the requirements of 
the op markets. 
_ The demand for pork was entirely seasonal, 
i.¢., from September to the middle of April. 
‘The sow was in pig for four months, and it 
took another four months to rear. Accord- 
ingly, sows put to a boar would give porkers 
ready in eight or nine months’ time. Farmers, 
therefore, who put their young sows $o the 
boar now without thought would find them- 
selves with their porkers ready next year at 
a time when there was no demand. Sows 
intended to produce bonhams for the pork 
trade should be put to the boar from the 
1st January-on to the end of June. 
If the stock of pigs in Ireland was to be 
materially increased in order that during the 
winter of 1927-28 we might be in a position 
to supply the vork trade, and at the same 
time to keep up our bacon trade to its full, 
organisation would be required immediately 
to secure a g.od supply of young sows to he 
sent to the boar from January to June, 1927. 
With organisation the output of pigs could 
well be doubled as compared with some other 
countries where the pig population is small. 
How this problem was to be solved should 
be for consideration by the Irish Farmers’ 
Union, the Advisory Council set up last week, 
and for the Department of Agriculture. 

LONDON MARKET THE GOAL. 

It was during the first winter of the 
embargo, before conditions were readjusted, 
that the greatest shortage of spigs would 
occur, that the gion pressure would be 
bé on the See a to raise the 
embargo, and that t test opportunit 
would occur for dad Ih was Tae if 4 
reasonable quantity of. pork from Ireland was 
available that a complete pork famine was to 
be avoided in England. 

It was essential to Irish interests that Ire- 
land should obtain a firm footing in the 
market before England and Canada had the 
opportunity to organise in twelve months’ 
time 

The Pig required for the London market 
was the long, lean, but smooth, white pig of 
4-5 months old, weighing 8st.-l0st. live and 
70lbs.-112Ibs. dead. In the Midland and 
Northern Counties of England a heavier 
weight was suitable. 

The London market should constitute the 
main interest for Ireland, for the reason that 
virtually the whole of the Continental pork 
was marketed there. It would be a mistake 
to allow English dealers and brokers in Liver- 
pool, etc., to eet up a half-way house to take 
toll of our Irish produce. Ireland should go 
straight to the ultimate market if she was to 
secure the greatest return from the trade. 

ADVICE TO THE FARMERS. 

The farmer, should start to feed his bonhams 
as early as possible, say at six weeks old 
before weaning. At this stage pollard and 
skim milk were of most importance in the 
mixture. On no account should a bonham 
intended as pork be stored. 

In this year’s bid for the English pork 
market the farmer was in the position of 
backing two horses, and of getting his money 
whichever won. If the farmer fed his young 
pigs from weaning time on, he was in a goo 
position if the pork market turned out well. 
H not, then his pigs were in a good thriving 
condition to be sold soon afterwards for bacon. 

Farmers should on no account attempt to 
kill and market their own pigs for the London 
market. It was impossible for the individual 
farmer to dress and market up to the London 
standard. Even if he could do so the margin 
of lower railway rates and all other advan- 
tages of marketing in bulk would ensure 4s 
ood a price from the central concerns in the 
Éanaí ud 

For the present, at least, the siat bacon 
curing establishments should provide the 
means of marketing Irish pork in the London 
market in such quantity and with such quality 
as would enable Ireland to acquire a trade 
which was of great national economic import-

CHANGED PLANS. 

Architects were invited to submit plans for 
the new buildings. One of these plans was 
selected, and the preparation of specifications 
was un. These plans provided for a 
central Parliament- House and two buildings, 
one on either side, to be used as administra- 
tive offices.. On the plea of economy these 
plans have been altered, and it is now pro- 
posed to erect one building only, with an 
additional storey to provide mmodation 
for the Government staff. 

. An approach avenue tó the Parliament Build. 
ings site has been completed and named 
‘Massey Avenue in honour of the Prime 
Minister of New Zealand; a distinguished 
Ulsterman. The delay in providing a Parlia- 
ment House at Belfast has been a source of 
expense to the Imperial Government. The 
Assembly Buildings were rented at £8,000 

annum, as a temporary Parliament build- 
ing, and if the new building is not completed 
before 1930, which is the latest estimate, a 
sum of £72,000 will have been paid in rent 
for the temporary building. 


THE LAW COURTS. 

At present the various administrative 
departments of the different Ministries are 
housed in separate buildings in Belfast at a 
considerable expense for rent. The large 
sums expended in this way might be curtailed 
if the building of the new Parliament House 
and administrative offices was expedited. 
Portion of the markets has been acquired by 
the Board of Works at a cost of £55,000 as 
a site for the new High Courts. Owing to 
alterations in the plans the construction of 
this building, which is also to house about 
250 officials of the Government departments, 
has been considerably delayed. 

The Northern Ireland Government continues 
to press the Imperial authorities to push 
forward with the completion of the works on 
the plea of economy, as the present method of 
housing the Parliament and the Departments 
is not onlv expensive but is not calculated to 
increase efficiency.

ANOTHER ADJOURNMENT. 

In the King’s Bench Division of the High 
Court, Belfast, yesterday, before Lord Justice 
Best, further applications for discovery of

Black (instructed by Mr. R. Wallace) applied 
on behalf of the defendants for an adjourn- 
ment. 

Counsel said Mr. Ellison, who originally 
appeared for these defendants, was im 
Belgium; the defence was signed by Mr. 
M‘Gonigal, who was in Ramsey; Mr. Wallace, 
who was acting for the defendants, was in 
the Baltic; and the London solicitor was also 
away. That morning he had received a tele- 
gram from London which stated :—“ Received 
your letter, 24th inst. The partner who is 
attending to the matter is out of town till 
30th inst. Please apply for adjourpment.” 
On those grounds he asked for an adjournment 
and also to enable the defence to put in an 
affidavit stating that their contention was 
with regard to the points raised by the 
plaintiff in his affidavit. : 

Mr. Lowry (instructed by Mr. T. E. 
Alexander), for the plaintiff, said he offered 
the most strenuous opposition to the applica- 
tion. The action was instituted in January 
last, and by the greatest efforts on their part 
the pleadings were finally closed. he 
plaintiff was anxious to bring the case to trial 
at the earliest possible moment, and he asked 
that the motions should be heard.

BOARD’S SUGGESTED TERMS OF 
SETTLEMENT. 


At a conference between the Lough Erne 
Drainage Board and representatives of those 
interested in the maintaining of the level of 
Lough Erne at the statutory level, the 
Drainage Board submitted the following 
terms as the basis of an agreement on cond)- 
tion that the legal proceedings pending 
against the Board should not be pursued :— 

1) That the lake should be left one and a 
half feet lower than the statutory level, or 
even as far as two feet below it; (2) that 
the new Drainage Board should be composed 
of one half of the existing Board and one half 
of the Board nominated by the Committee; 
(3) regard of future control; (4) abolition of 
the sluice gates at Belleek, and the construc- 
tion of a weir at 18 inches below the statutory 
level; (5) the dredging of the channel be- 
tween the upper and the lower lakes™ by 
dredgers now employed on the Shannon 
scheme, and (6) the future control to be 
vested in the Governments of Northern and 
Southern Ireland. 

There was a long discussion; and it was 

inted out to the members of the Drainage 

rd that they had no power to control the 
coming election, which was held annually, 
and that no one would know what the newly- 
elected Drainage Board would do; and, 
further, that neither party had power to alter 
an existing Act of Parliament. It was 
pleaded that the farmers’ crops were ruined 
each year by the flooding, and some of those 
present from the lower end replied that there 
were others who were suffering from the want 
of a sufficient flow of water. 

As there was little chance of an agreement 
being reached, and as the election of the new 
Board is about to take place, the proceedings 
were adjourned without any decision being 
arrived at.

returned to the Department’s headquarters at 
Dublin Castle they. were carefully fixed into 
folios according to areas of the. country. 
Upon receipt, each of the forms was checked 
and placed in its area folio, evéry care being 
taken that not an inch of the whole country 
had been left uncovered. When this pre- 
liminary ‘was completed, the -folids were 
passed on to the coding staff, all of whom 
are permanent civil servants, as,. indeed, 
are all the workers engaged in conipiling the 
consus returns. The work of the coding staff 
consists of marking all the information in the 
forms in accordance with a numerical coding 
system. For example, the occupation “‘ car- 
enter” is given the number 474. On the 
coding staff devolves the duty of correcting 
any apparent errors or inconsistencies in the 
forms, and after the checking and coding is 
completed the forms are handed over to the 
machine staff. 
For the first time in an Irish census, the 
marvellous statistical machinery — Power's 
counting machines—are being used. The sys- 
tem is as follows :—A yellow card, measuring 
74 inches by 3} inches, which looks to the 
ordinary person a meaningless jumble of 
letters and figures, is punched for each house- 
holder who has filled a form. The card con- 
tains forty-five narrqw columns, each of which 
is numbered vertically from the top, 0 to 90 
each: column, and groups of consecutive 
columns are equivalent for statistical purposes 
to each of the columns contained in the 
schedule completed by the householder. 
Thus the first ten columns on the card. are 
used for the district in which each individual 
resided. on census night. - The © eleventh 
column deals -with. “' density’’—that ‘is © to 
say, the number of persons per room ih eaeh 
house in the country. The next’three columns 
are headed schedule number, and are used 
for office purposes, so that the staff may be 
able to refer back from the card to the 
schedule in case of an error in punching it. 

EXTENT OF THE INFORMATION. 

The following column shows the number of 
persons in the household, and the next the 
number of rooms in each dwelling, . Succes- 
sive columns show—Size of farm, age of per- 
sons, sex, marriage or orphanhood, birth- 
place, knowledge of Irish, religion, occupa- 
tion, unemployment, status (employer or 
employee), industry, duration of marriage (in 
the case of married women), numbers of chil- 
dren of present marriage, numbers of depen- 
dents under 16, age of wife (for married men). 
Six columns at the end of the card are left 
blank, for in future stages of the work all, 
or, at least, same, of these columns are cer- 
taim to be used for additional data. For in- 
stance, it might be necessary to bring par- 
ticulars already punched on the card into 
relation with some new statistics, such as 
“ percentage of Jand tilled ” in a district in 
which the individual lives, the “ density 
of population per square mile,” or it might 
be decided to classify the entire population 
by broad age groups. 
The information on the census forms hav- 
ing been coded, the information is passed on 
to the operators at the Power's automatic 
punching machines, of which there are 
twelve in use at the offices of the Statistical 
Department. Into these machines: the cards 
are stacked, and automatically fed into place 
one by one. The depression of a particular 
key sets free a punch above the space in one 
of the columns of the card, and: makes the 
machine ready for setting the punch above 
the next column, and so on. When the 
punches have been set for -all the columns 
necessary the depression of another key 
actuates all the punches, and moves the card 
away containing a record of all the coded 
particulars, and replaces it by a fresh card. 
After the cards are punched they are checked 
against the original schedules; and, in the 
case of any discrepancy, a‘ correct one is 
punched and the defective card destroyed. 


THE GLASSIFYING MACHINE, 

At this stage a second type of machine 
comes into operationPowér’s ‘counting 
sorter. Four of these machines have been 
installed, two of which are more elaborate 
than the others. These ' two machines’ are | 
called three bank counting’ machines. In the 
simplest form this machine sorts: the punched 
cards into twelve groups on each column, and 
counts the number oF cards. in -each group 
at the amazing rate of 16,000 to 20,000. per 
hour. Im the case of a town:ef. 15,000 in- 
habitants, for example, it is possible on this 
machine to ¢lassify them into nambers of 
married, single, widowed afiults, children 
(where both parents are alive), “children 
father dead, children miother: dead, or 
children both parents dead, in. one hour. 
By means of this wondérful. three bank 
counter not alone can this almost incredible 
result be obtained in sixty minutes,’ but two 
other columns can be counted at. the same 
time. It is possible, further, to classify . 
these 15,000 people according to their religion 
and knowledge of the Irish language. 

The magnitude of the task before the 
census Officials. will be. appreciated when it 
is stated that 2,972,802 punched cards will 
take more than two hundred hours to sort 
(or more than a month im working days), in 
spite of the marvellous “speed of the 
machines. Great attention has to be given to 
the problem of getting the required: informa- 
tion in the minimum numberof sortings. 
The first stage’ sorting arrangements . have 
been virtually determined, ‘but considerable 
‘experiments in this direction mist still be 
made. in order to find’ the’ readiest and most 
satisfactory ‘method.’ .Many months “must 
elapse, probably a year, indeed, before all 
the information gathered ‘in the cénsus, can 
be given to the public.

IN' FREE STATE. 


WHY THEY REMAIN IDLE. 
At the monthly meeting of the Dublin 
County Council yesterday, Mr. Morgan Good 
said that he was personally aware of gentle- 
men in England who were anxious to buy 
residential holdings in the country, but owing 
to the 1923 Land Act they were afraid to do 
so, because the Land Commission, which, had 
ower under that Act, could come along and 
uy up part of the holding. There were 
numerous holdings scattered all over the Free 
State which would probably be purchased but 
for this uncettainty. It was a great loss to 
the country to have these fine residences 
vacant; and a great many people would: come 
back from England only for the danger con- 
tained in the 1923 Act. 


BRIDGES. 
A deputation on behalf of the residents of 
Clondalkin waited on the Council and re- 
uested them to erect a new foot-bridge at 
uioscateiihe Castleknock, on the lower 
Lucan road.

SUPERANNUATION SCHEME 
FOR RAIL WORKERS. 


A mass meeting of the members of trades 
unions employed on the Irish railways was 
held last night in the Banba Hall, Dublin,

Superannuation Bill, promoted by the Great 
Southern Railways, under the Railways Act 
of 1924. “é 
Mr. Sam Bradley, Chairman ,who presided, 
said that they were two years waiting for 
the Company to propound its superannuation 
scheme. Now that it had been prepared, it 
was for the railway workers to consider it 
as it affected every one of them. ‘Two 
dolegates from every trades union concerned 
would, he expected, meet. the railwa arg 
ment later on, and if they coul get the 

ie men 

they would’ do so, In. the meantime, that 
meeting. was called to Ms rá the scheme, 
which at first glance was not a very enticing 
one. But he asked them to approach con- 
sideration ef it with open minds, and to re- 
member that for years. the Irish railway 
workers had’ been agitating for a superannua- 
although if. was not all they 

desired, it was a step in the right direction. 

PROVISIONS OF SCHEME. 

The Chairman then read the scheme, which 
provided that all male employés of the com- 
pany, not in any scheme, between the age of 
16 and 65, shall become members of the 
scheme, the members’ contributions varying 
from: one penny per fortnight for boys of 
16 to 3s. Yd. fortnight for mca of 65 
years of age. he superannuation was fixed 
at 10s. a week for members between the age 
of 65 and 70. There were three other tables 
under which the members may gain increased 
benefits, but to fhese the railway company 
does not. contribute. , ,

Fullness of Freedom. 


Tt is said often in these days that Ireland 
has. ‘dropped out of the newspapers,” 
be thankful that, in a 
sense, the statement is true. The 
fact that Ireland is no longer a happy 
hunting-ground for those English and 
American newspapers which like to thrill 
their readers with stories of blood and 
ruin is good proof that we have obtained 
political and domestic peace. On the other 
hand, intelligent people in all countries 
are watching the progress of our new 
institutions with close concern? . The 
September issue, for instance,.of that 
excellent quarterly, The Rownd Table, in 
which experts review the politics of the 
British Commonwealth, devotes two articles 
to Ireland, One of them discusses events

The Free State, as a Dominion, 
controls the levying and collection’ of 
Customs duties, Excise duties and income 
tax. In Northern Ireland these powers 
are retained .by the, imperial authority ; 
and such aspects of domestic government 
as the postal service, the completion of 
land purchase and the Supreme Court of 
Judicature also are withheld from local 
control. Furthermore, under the Northern 
State’s financial system, its Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, in framing his Budget, is 
compelled to take into account other circum- 
stances than local expenditute and the 
In effect, only 
a small proportion of the “ways and 
means. which must be found for a year’s 
expenditure is under the direct command 
of the Northern House of Commons. The 
transferred taxes—such as the licence duty 
on motor cars and the entertainment tax— 
are debated-in that House with the utmost 
keenness, but their .yield. in comparison 
with that of the reserved taxes is ‘small. 
Since, therefore, the whole. machinery of 
government is based on a division of 
responsibility between.. Westminster and 
Belfast, criticism of the Administration 
becomes a task: of extreme difficulty, and 
the growth of a vigorous party system in 
local affairs is retarded. 

It is manifest that such conditions 
cannot be permanent. They were begotten 
considerations only, and, 
sooner or later, the play of economic 
forces must modify or change them, The 
Round Table’s article—which is written 
from Belfast—discusses the question 
whether the future movement of Northern 
Ireland will be centrifugal and towards 
an enlargement of local powers, or centri- 
petal and in the direction of closer union 
with Great Britain.

The Health ‘of Britain. - 
The report of the British Ministry of 


which supplies a comprehensive census of 
persons suffering from tuberculosis, and the 
total is no fewer than 339,461. During 
the year 60,770: new cases of pultnonary 
and 20,667 new cases of non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis were reported—an increase in 
the number of new~-eases on the previous 
year. Certain. other diseases, estimated 
by the number of attendances at treatment 
centres, reached the highest figure on 
record. There were increases in the 
incidence of small-pox, scarlet fever and 
diphtheria. In the instance of small- 
pox, there were outbreaks in 148 districts, 
and the total number of cases in England 
and Wales was 5,354, as compared with 
2,504 two years previously. Happily, the 
type of small-pox remained mild, and 
only six deaths were ascribed to this 
malady. There was a decline in the 
number of fresh cases of encephalitis 
lethargica, but the mortality rate there- 
from was much higher than in the pre- 
ceding year. In March, 1925, there were 
42,140 blind persons in England and 
Wales—an increase of 5,622 on the number 
shown in the last preceding return, which 
was made in June, 1923. Perhaps, the 
most encouraging feature in the returns 
was that representing infant mortality— 
75 per 1,000 births, a very low figure. 
The section of the report dealing with 
adulterated food notes a considerable 
increase in the percentage of cases of 
samples submitted for inspection and 
found defective. Of 61,909 samples of 
milk examined, 8.3 per cent. were found to 
be adulterated or below standard, com- 
pared with 7.7 in 1924. A grave warning 
against the cheap’ sweetmeats so plenti- 
fully offered for sale may be found in the 
fact that a consignment of 9,000 chocolate 
Easter eggs was condemned as unfit for 
food. The dainties had been made from 
waste chocolate, and contained quartz, 
glass, zine, copper and sawdust. Alarm- 
ing as these statistics may appear in 
suggesting a downward trend in national 
health, it is well to remember that the 
growing stringency of inquiry may 
account, in .some measure, for the rising 
figures. Cases of disease and of con- 
taminated food which escaped the eye 
of the State in the slacker. years 
now swell the total of reported ills. 
Against what is gloomy in the report must 
be set off the highly encouraging figures 
relating to the progress of house-building. 
The year 1925 saw no fewer than 
173,426 new houses built in Britain, quite 
apart from those which were erected for 


condemned slums. Since the end of the 
war, the report says, the number of houses 
built with State assistance is 392,000, 
while the number built without assistance 
is estimated at 257,000, making a total oí 
649,000. Probably, the injury to national 
health: caused by the Great War and the 
subsequent congestion has all but worked 
itself out, and. future reports. will record 
that progress which is the outcome. of a 
scrupulous watch upon the conditions of 
life and steady, scientific efforts for their 
im provement. 


Australia’s Need. 

The Australian Prime Minister, address- 
ing the Constitutional Club at Brisbane 
on Wednesday, made a remarkable state- 
ment on the future of the Commonwealth. 
Other nations, said Mr. Bruce, were watch+ 
ing how its people were developing the 
island continent and utilising its vast 
resources; and “some felt that, ‘if 
Australians could. not.do the job properly, 
they would be -justified in coming and 
doing it.” The question was: how lung 
could Australia hold back the flood? It 
is a striking. fact that roughly three- 
quarters. of the white population in 
Australia dwell in the towns and cities 
around the coast. Hitherto it has been 
found impossible to build up that vigorous 
agricultural life which is proper to a 
colonial land. Immigrants have gone to 
the Bush to find work on the sheep ranches 
or in the growing of grain, but the great 
majority has drifted back to the towns. 
The present. Australian Government is 
making splendid efforts to attract new 
settlers of agricultural upbringing, taste 
and. aptitude, and in Western Australia 
large group settlements have been formed 
which offer considerable promise of taking 
permanent root. Owing to the ‘difficulty 
of finding settlers of the right type among 
the town-bred English population, many 
immigrants from the peasant States of 
Europe. have been admitted; but the 
Government: is reluctant ‘thus to dilute 
the British blood of the population. The 
Adelaide Correspondent of The Times 
describes. remarkable efforts which are 
being made by the State Government ‘of 
South Australia to open up neglected 
areas by means of irrigation. South 
Australia has a pastoral area of 211,000,000 
acres, grazed at present by less than 
7,000,000 sheep. By means of borings fo“ 
water and the planting of fodder which 
can thrive on scanty rainfall the Govern- 
ment hopes vastly to increase the area

The late Cardinal Logue, when asked 
what was the most beautiful sight that 
he ever saw in his travels, is reported to 
have answered, “ the orchards of Armagh 
in blogm.’’ “Who ' that » has : journeyed 
through that pleasant county in the spring- 
time, admiring the little valleys filled 
with trees that seem to be-clothed in snow, 
but has wished that fruit-growing were 
more general in our country? On 
Wednesday a meeting of persons interested 
as producers, exporters or retailers, in 
the fruit trade of Northern Ireland, was 
held in Portadown, and experts gave a 
cheerful account of the prospects of the 
fruit market. Three times as much fruit 
is. being sold at present as before the war, 
according to one, and consumption still is 
increasing. It seemed to be agreed that 
foreign fruit has a great advantage over. 
fruit grown in Ireland in respect of its 
superior packing and grading. Armagh 
strawberries were sold at inferior prices, 
not because good. strawberries could not be 
grown in the market gardens of the North, 
but because buyers “were not sure of 
what they were getting,’’ and needed to 
examine every consignment scrupulously. 
The chief inspector of the Northern 
Ministry .of Agriculture said that the 
future of the industry rested with the 
growers. Some there were who marketed 
their fruit in the right, way—properly 
graded and packed, and in such a form 
that the buyer had every confidence in it; 
but Ulster fruit would command its due 
place in the market only when all growers 
In fruit, there- 
fore, we find that Irish interests are held 
back by the fault which injuréd Irish eggs 
and Irish butter until recent measures in 
North and South corrected the slovenly 
producer. We wish that the general in- 
crease in the consumption of fruit pre- 
vailed in Ireland as well as across the 
Channel, It would be a good thing for 
the, nation’s health, as well as for the 
fruit-producing farmer, if town-dwelling 
farhilies would make it a custom to order 
a barrel apiece of Irish apples in the 
fruitful fall of the year.

Russian Politics. 


Harmony has long ceased to exist in the 
Communist family of Moscow. Following 
the dismissal of such old and well-tried 
members as Kameneff and Zinovieff comes 
news of Trotsky having received marchinz 
orders. Thus virtually the last of 
Lenin’s old guard disappears from the 
scene, but, perhaps, with his popularity in 
Russia, and with a large section of the 
Red Army behind him, to makea dramatic 
reappearance.

Labour and Liberty. 


Great interest has been aroused in in- 
dustrial circles by the unanimous vote of 
the textile workers that they themselves 
should have the ‘predominant voice in 
deciding whether or not to take part in 
strikes, general or otherwise. This direct 
action of a great body of workers is 
significant of labour’s growing desire to 
be rid of the incubus of leadership, which 
is too often swayed by political considera- 
tions. Trade unionists are awakening to 
the disparity between benefits and 
salaries and expenses that exists in the 
administration of their contributions, and 
they note the striking increase that has 
taken place in the latter since their 
organisations entered the region of 
politics. The action of the textile workers 
is the first definite public pronouncement 
that working-men intend to take more of 
the management of things into their oun 
hands and to leave less in the hands of 
their leaders. 


American War Pilgrims. 


A great American pilgrimage to the French 
battlefields is in process of organisa- 
tion. It will be composed of the United 
States Ex-Servicemen’s Legion, and, 
according to present estimates, provision 
will have to be made for 30,000 crossing. 
The party concentrates in Paris towards 
the end of next month, and it will be no 
mean feat to deal satisfactorily with such 
large numbers and ensure that all the 
details of the programme are smoothly 
and effectively carried out. Some twenty- 
seven liners will be required for the sea 
part of the journey. Most of the pilgrims 
have been saving up small sums weekly for 
the trip, which will be of a fortnight’s 
duration, and is to include a visit to this 
country. ® 


| Rugby Prospects. 


An, exceptionally interesting Rugby 
football season is promised. Apart from 
the usual fixtures a Maori team will pro- 
vide thirteen matches in England and 
Wales, and they are said to be a pretty 
formidable lot in the field. They are due 
at Marseilles next week, and their first 
match will be with a West Country team 
at Weston-super-Mare. Later they play 
among other centres at Plymouth, Brad- 
ford, Manchester, Cardiff, Swansea and 
Llanelly. In London they will meet the 
Harlequins and Blackheath. Towards the 
end of the tour the Maori are to engage an 
All-England team, the venue for which 
meeting has not been settled yet. 


A New Cable. 


A big four-masted steamer, with 
lines of a yacht and the tonnage of a liner, 
is attracting much attention in Greenwich 
Reach, where she lies at moorings. The 
vessel is the Dominia, specially designed 
for cable work, and she starts on her 
maiden voyage next month to lay the 
world's longest cable, about 3,500 nautica! 
miles in length. It will be 340 miles 
longer than the Pacific cable; laid in 1902, 
and when completed will be part of. the 
all-British line between Canada, Australia 
and New Zealand. The route is from 
Vancouver to Fanning Island, and the 
whole of the 8,500 tons of line will be 
carried on board: This will be paid out 
at the rate of 200 miles a day, six pr’ 
cent, slack being allowed for irregularities 
of the ocean bed, which in some places is 
3,400 fathoms down. 


American Loot. 


Over a thousand American students and 
teachers have just left Southampton on 
their way home, and it was remarkable 
how large a collection of mementoes they 
carried with them. The holiday here 
lasted about three weeks, during which 
the travellers had a brief dash to the 
Continent. Among the trophies were door 
knockers, pebbles from Stonehenge, bits 
of Scotch heather, and, sad to relate. 
innumerable spoons stamped with the 
names of most of our leading tea shops. 
These trophies were quite openly displayed 
evidently being regarded as fair loot for 
souvenirs. A great many of these artacies, 
too, may be found in this country; for 
the provincial visitor is no less predatory 
in this direction than his America’ 
cousin. Any manager of a tea shop, 4 
least in London, will confirm that the dis- 
appearance of spoons represents the 
largest item of his losses. 


The Partridge Season. 


Owing to a variety of causes the part 
ridge season probably will be a poor one. 
The rain and low temperature which pre- 
vailed during the latter part of May did 
considerable damage, and nests were 
flooded, but in many cases they were laid 
again, and the second brood did fairly 
well, although the birds will not develop 
fully until late in the season. In the 
Eastern counties, including the Kings 
shooting in Norfolk, an outbreak of gape 
has thinned the birds. Plentiful covers 
of good partridges are the exception rather 
than the rule, so far as reports are con- 
cerned, but the opening of the season 
often ._proves the number of birds to have 
been under-estimated.

American War Pilgrims. 


A great American pilgrimage to the French 
battiefields is in process of organisa- 
tion. It will be composed of the United 
States Ex-Servicemen’s Legion, and, 
according to present estimates, provision 
will have to be made for 50,000 crossing.

POSITION. REVIEWED. 

Messrs. Herbert Smith, A. J. Cook, W. P. 
Richardson, and Tom Richards, the chief 
officials of the Miners’ Federation, called at 
the Ministry of Labour, London, yesterday 
afternoon, to keep the appointment made 
with members of the Government, and were 
asked to cross to 10: Downing street, where 
Ministers were assembled to meet them.

“ A meeting took place at No. 10 Downing 
street at 5 p.m. to-day, between the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, the Minister of 
Labour and the Secretary for Mines, on. be- 
half of the Government; and Mr. Herbert 
Smith, Mr. Thomas Richards, Mr. W. P. 
Richardson, and Mr. A. J. Cook, re nt- 
ing the Miners’ Federation. The whole posi- 
tion was reviewed, and a verbatim report will 
be issued to the Press to-morrow.”’ 

The Press Association learns that a full 
report of the meeting was prepared with the 
greatest. possible despatch, and has been sent 
by special courier to the Prime Minister at 
Aix-les-Bains. The messenger left London 
last night. 

The utmost secrecy was maintained as to 
what had taken place at the meeting. 
According to the view held in well-informed 
political quarters, however, the meeting is 
not likely to produce any immediate good re- 
sults.

NO HELPFUL SUGGESTION. 

The Labour Correspondent of 7he Times, 
discussing the meeting, says:—The conver- 
sations lasted for an hour and a half, but the 
miners’ representatives made no new pro-, 
posals, the position at the end of the 
interview was left precisely where it was at 
the beginning.

FRENCH NEWSPAPER’S 
“MANIFESTO.”

TANGIER, Thursday. 

This morning’s La Depéche Morocaine, 
the only Frenck. newspaper published in 
Tangier, contains 4 manifesto, printed in 
the Spanish language, which has caused 
much adverse comment. 

It opens with a violent attack on’ the 
Spanish Government, describing the 
actual régime as one of persecution, of 
fines, of violence, and of force, and goes 
on :— \ 

“Tangier will never iccept the rule of 
Primo de Rivera and the Marquis de Estella. 
The natives will never accept it; for they 
have been sufficiently qe ook Sig the 
Spanish zone to refuse to tolerate the boot 
and the sword of soldiers. The Jews will 
never accept it; for the native Pasha would 
beat the Jew with impunity under Primo’s 
protection. 

“The Spaniards in Tangier will never 
accept it; for the most renowned scientists 
and authors of Spain have had to flee their 
country and take refuge in France to. escape 
the violence of the dictatorship.”’ 

All the local ‘associations and: groups 


representing the Spanish population in 
Tangier have to-day addressed a peremp- 
tory demand in writing to the publisher 
of La Depéche Morocaine to disclose the 
name of the write: of this morning’s in- 
sulting manifesto. The Spanish represen- 
tative has made a strongér protest to the 
French Consulate.—(Per Press Associa- 
tion, copyright. ) 


ITALY’S ATTITUDE. 
From ' Tae Times’’ CORRESPONDENT, 
ROME, Thursday. 

It is authoritatively stated that the Italian 
reply to the Spanish memorandum on the 
Tangier question and on the League Council 
will be communicated to Madrid within the 
next few days, and certainly before the 
Council’s meeting on September 2nd. 

Memoranda similar to that presented to the 
Palazze Chigi has been sent to London and 
Paris, so that the three Powers directly in- 
terested in the settlement of the Tangier 
problem can inform the Spanish Government 
of their respective views on the question. 

It appears that the request of the Spanish 
Government that both its claim on Tangier 
and its demand for a permanent seat on the 
Council should be examined simultaneously 
has caused no small surprise in Italian 
official quarters, where the move was entirely 
unexpected. 

Though no objections are expected to be 
raised by Italy to either of these demands if 
taken separately, it is considered that the 
question now raised by the Spanish Govern- 
ment cannot be settled hastily. 

Italy, no doubt, will allow her actions to 
be inspired by those friendly relations which 
link .the two States, which quite. recently 
have been further strengthened by the pact 
of amity. 


THE SPANISH VIEW. 
MADRID, Thursday. 

With regard to the Spanish question, the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs has made ihe 
following statement :— 

“The Spanish point of view must be re- 
garded from three aspects—that is to say, 
territoriallvy, maritime, and local. 

“ As regards the local aspect, experience 
has fully demonstrated the international 
réqime’s lack of durability. As for the terri- 
torial aspect, Spain could never complete the 
civilising mission of an international charac- 
ter begun in the North of Africa so long as 
Tangier remains the refuge of rebels and an 
open door for contraband of war. 

“ Finally, in regard to the maritime aspect, 
the collective interest of all the Powers is to 
ensure neutrality of the Straits. The con- 
siderations set fo above render it advis- 
able for the nations interested in the régime 
of Tangier to make a close examination of 
the general situation in the sincere desire to 
reach a definite solution of this problem. 
“The natural connection between the 
latter and the question of the position of 
Spain at Geneva counsels and justifies, in 
view of the proximity of the assembly of 
the League of Nations, the diplomatic acti- 
vity displayed of late.’’—(Reuter.)

; OPPOSITION INVITED. 

Chancellor Marx and Herr Stresemann have 
requested the most prominent members of the 
German Parliament to form part of the dele- 
gation to’ Geneva, thus giving them a voice 
in the decisions to be taken by the German 
Ministers and forcing them. to share the 
burden of responsibility. : 

This is. the first time in the history of 
modern Europe that Parliamentary leaders, 
who usually indulge in criticism of the 
Government's actions from a safe distance, 
will. be forced to come to the fore and, on 
international grounds, shoulder part of the 
responsibility. 

It is a new development in the covert 
battle between Governments and Parliaments. 
Mussolini and Rivera, silenced their Solons 
through iron rule and threats of oppression, 
Chancellor Marx and Herr Stresemann are 
trying, by putting responsibility upon them, 
to make their Parliamentary opponents 
realise the necessity of constructive work. 
The German Government is certain of the 
country’s imminent entry. into the League 


Council. 
THE SAAR DISTRICT. 

One of the most important questions for 
Germany “is that of the military occupation of 
the Saar district. She asserts.that, accord- 
ing to the British experts and the interna- 
tional agreements, a thousand men and 
gendarmerie are sufficient to protect. the 
Inter-Allied Commissions in the Saar, while 
the former French Président of the Saar 
Commission, M. Rault, insisted upon . the 
-necessity of keeping a big military force to 
protect the railways. 

The Saar district has lodged a complaint 
to the League, which will arbitrate upon the 
point this session. 

A. POLISH PROBLEM. 

The Polish. Foreign Minister, M. Zaleski, 
passed through Berlin last night, and left a 
member of his delegation there. He is ex- 
pected to negotiate with Germany on the 
important question of the return or refund of 
the Chorzow Works to. Germany, which was 
ordered by the Hague World Court. . Ger- 
many has sent two notes to Poland, demand- 
ing the fulfilment of the Hague instruction, 
but has never received a reply. 

The German Nationalistic Press has ex- 
ploited Poland’s silence to demand that the 
country which refuses to recognise the inter- 
national arbitration she asked for should be 
excluded from the League of Nations. ° 

Official circles, however, take -Poland’s 
delay to reply quietly, accepting the explana- 
tion. that Marshal Pilsudski and his Govern- 
ment are anxious to come to “an understand- 
ing with Germany. The bulk of the German 
Press takes the Government’s official optimism 
with coolness tinged with distrust. 


AEROPLANE BOMBS A 
GUN-RUNNER. 


EPISODE IN NICARAGUAN 
REVOLUTION. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 

Reports of a battle between a Govern- 
ment bombing aeroplane and a gun® 
running vessel, which was endeavouring to 
land arms for the revolutionary forces, are 
related in cables to-day from Managua. 

Two former American aviators, now 
attached to the Nicaraguan Constabulary, 
located the vessel off Corinto,- while scout- 
ing along the Pacific coast, and, dropping 
to a low altitude, discharged a shower of 
bombs. 

The vessel, however, did not appear to 
have been hit, but immediately put to 
sea, while the crew exchanged a running 
machine-gun duel with the aeroplane, 
which followed in hot pursuit until its 
ammunition was exhausted. 

The battle was renewed the same night 
when the machine had replenished its 
ammunition and returned and dropped 
nine. more bombs until darkness put an 
end to the operations.—(Reuter. )

Help was speedily forthcoming, and they 
were soon released and taken to the hospital 
at Le Mans.

THREE CHILDREN KILLED. 


At the inquest at Bournemouth yesterday 
on three children, named Reynolds, who died 
in Boscombe Hospital from injuries received 
in a motor accident at Christchurch, Mrs. 
Reynolds, who was brought in on a stretcher, 
said that she was walking along the roadside 
with her children, and heard fio car or horn. 
She remembered nothing after the car struck 
them. They did not attempt to cross the 
road. 

Ernest William Dace, a fitter, stated to be 
employed in the London Fire Brigade, cf 
Portland street, Walworth, said that he came 
up over the brow of the Jill over the railway 
bridge on the near side, applied the brakes, 
and sounded the horn, slowing down to ten 
miles an hour. He first noticed the woman 
and children commencing to cross the road 
when he was eight yards away. The 
perambulator was broadside on, half on and 
half off the pavement. He swerved to avoid 
them, but the rear mudguard caught the 
perambulator. 

The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ death from 
injuries received from being knocked down by 
a motor car, owing to careless driving by 
Dace,’’ who was subsequently charged with 
manslaughter, and admitted to bail, He will 
be brought before the Christchurch magis- 
trates next Thursday.

NEW YORE, Thursday. 

While Mr. Sheffield, the United States 
| Ambassador in Mexico, stood beside him, 
the Secretary of State, Mr. Kellogg, yes- 
terday read to the Press correspondents in 
the State Department a statement denying 
"that Mr. Sheffield intended to resign, and 
declaring that on the conclusion of his 
‘summer leaye he will return to Mexico 
with the fullest confidence of the Adminis- 
tration. | 

The statement followed a long confer- 
ence, during which the Ambassador had 
discussed the situation with the Secretary 
of State. Following the lecture given to 
the Press last Tuesday by the White 
House spokesman on the harm done by un- 
trustworthy reports on foreign affairs, this 
statement reflects the desire of the Ad- 
ministration to reassure the Mexican 
Government that the State Department 
supports Mr. Sheffield’s vigorous requests 
for the fulfilment of the many promises 
to redress the grievances of United States 
citizens, and particularly of the promise 
made to the special envoy, Mr. C. B. 
Warren, that the laws governing oil and 
land would not have retrospective effect. 

With the prestige of the United States to 
uphold, the State Department, although it 
“has been a model of restraint during the past 
months of religious tension, cannot 
ermanently be contented with a series of 
diplomatic notes merely drawing attention to 
the wide difference. between the points of view 
of the respective Governments. 


RIGHTS OF PROPERTY. 

Furthermore, the United States diplomacy 
is, naturally, expected to take the lead in 
endeavouring to convince the Mexican Govern- 
ment that it is necessary to respect the rights 
of foreign property, even though it is felt that 
there is considerable American sympathy for 
the efforts of President Calles to eliminate 
— domination of Mexico in the religious 
field. 

Sincerely as the present administration 
desires to avoid all appearance of waving the 
“big stick,” yet it wishes neither the Far 
East nor Central America to suppose that its 
attitude means an abandonment of the legal 
rights of United States citizens. 


CONGRESSMAN KILLED. 

Despatches trom Colima report the assassina- 
tion of a Mexican Congressman, Senor Pineda, 
and a companion, ambushed by political 
enemies. Another fight with revolvers be- 
tween rival Congressmen within Mexico City 
was only prevented by the intervention of the 
Federal troops guarding the Chamber of 
Deputies. 

The embittered condition %of political 
feeling augurs — badly for progress 
towards a settlement of the religious 
conflict at the reassembly of Congress on 
September Ist. Fadssible Cabinet changes 
next month are rumoured in the capital, in- 
cluding a suggestion that Sefior Gilberto 
Valenzuela, the Mexican Minister in London, 
will replace Sefior Pan, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, who is known to disagree with the 
religious policy of President Calles. 


PEACE FEELERS. 

On the other hand, importance is attached 
to two apparently inspired articles which 
have appeared in the EZzcelsior and Hl 
Universal, explaining the attitude of the 
Government towards the objection.of the 
Episcopate to its religious laws. One of 
these articles says :—‘‘ The law is elastic, 
allowing of its application when it is neces- 
sary to apply it, and modifying it when that 
is convenient without contradicting the 
fundamental principles which inspired it.” 

Evidently the Government is putting out 
feelers for a rapprochement. Meantime, the 
League for the Defence of Religious Liberty 
is intensifying its pamphleteering campaign 
for a continued boycott.

SIX MEN RESCUED: MANY

INTERESTING PROBLEMS. 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The satirist, M. Clement Vautel, remarked 
the other day in Le Journal that, were he M. 
Poincaré, he would reprimand the Prefect of 
Police for so quickly catching M. Guyot, as 
a good crime kept people’s minds off the 
financial crisis. a a matter of fact, M. 
Guyot’s capture and confession have not 
stopped the flow of copy which the Press 
devotes daily to his past and present. . 

As regards the crime of Claye-Souilly, little 
remains to be cleared up; nevertheless its 
motive is obscure. The suggestion that M. 
Guyot wanted to get rid of a mistress in 
order to marry an opulent woman Is not con- 
vincing. Secondly, did he throttle Mlle. 
Beulaguet with one hand, while driving the 
car with the other, as he asserts? . The 
post-mortem examination, it is stated, tends 
to show that the strangle-hold was too violent 
to be one-handed, The reconséruction of the 
crime to-morrow, when M. @uyot will be 
made to give a demonstratignipn the spot in : 
his famous red car, should throw light on 
this. 

The third point is—did Guyot try to poison 
Mlle. Beulaguet, who complained of pains in 
the stomach during dinner on the night of 
the alleged crime? 

So much for the murder of Mile Beulaguet, 
but enterprising reporters have delved into 
M. Guyot’s antecedents, and have un 
sensational revelations regarding the sudden 
death of his two wives, both of whom are 
supposed to have committed suicide with a 
revolver at night time, alone in a bedroom 
with M. Guyot. There is talk of opening an 
inquiry, at least, into the death of his second 
wile, in 1921. His first. wife died in 1916, 
and apparently M. Guyot is covered by the 
Statute of Limitations in this case.— (Reuter)

He resigned office for a while in 
di of the entry of his fellow- 
Ministers into that adventure; but his return 
as Minister of Finance in 1917, at the request 
of his intimate friend, Talaat Pasha, who had 
e Grand Vizier, seemed to indicate that 
he expected the victory of the Central 
Powers. Those who knew him may be sur- 
prised to learn that the Tribunal, after due 
consideration, has pronounced him guilty of 
conspiracy. Orient Freemasonry and high 
finance will doubtless intercede for his life, 
and, perhaps, thus render his doom more 
certain. It may be that ambition tempted 
him to follow a dangerous path. It may be 
that his political associations with disreput- 
able and corrupt politicians—men of the type 
of the late Kara Kemal, or of Shukri Bey, 
who had many murders to his discredit before 
he was hanged at Angora for conspiracy 
against the Ghazi’s life—proved as fatal to 
him as it has proved damaging to other 
Ministers in other lands. 

Dr.’ Nazim, ablest conspirator and most 
ruthless doctrinaire of all the ‘ Young 
Turks,” is in a different category. Few men 
have taken more risks. for a political party, 
few indeed have prompted and urged the 
shedding of more innocent blood: in its 
alleged defence. Whatever view may be 
taken of the judicial methods long in vogue 
in Turkey in such cases, it must be admitted 
that there are no signs of a desire on the part 
of the Ghazi and his supporters to destroy 
the ex-Unionists root and branch.

INTERLAKEN, Thursday. 

Dr. Haberlin, President of the Swiss Ke- 
public, gave a luncheon here to-day to the 
members of the Fourth International Scout 
Conference, which is being held at Kander- 
steg. 

In reply to the President’s speech, Sir 
Robert Baden-Powell, the Chief Scout, said :'— 
Speaking on behalf of the International Body 
of Boy Scouts, I may say that we feel it a 
great honour that within the space of three 
months the Presidents of two republics have 
considered it worth while to give considered 
pronouncements of a favourable nature on our 
ideals and methods. In May last, President 
Calvin Coolidge, of the United States of 
America, spoke to that effect, and now Dr. 
Haberlin, President of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion, does the same. 

Such appreciation, coming from men speci- 
ally capable of judging, cannot fail to give the 
very highest encouragement to our workers, 
as well as to the boys, in their efforts to im- 
prove their standard and numbers. By good 
citizens I mean men who are of .a reliable 
character, loyal to their country, and helpful 
to others. This is necessarily a matter of 
education, although not solely of scholastic 
education. It is here that we, both in the 
Scout and Girl Guide movement, are en- 
deavouring to assist teachers, pastors and 
parents. 

ATTRACTIVE METHOD. 

The method by which we carry it out— 
namely, learning through games and outdoor 
activities, has proved sell attractive to the 
young peoble and effective in its results on 
them, physically, mentally and morally. 
Thus the system has commended itself to 
patriotic men in countries other than that 
of its origin. ' 

So it comes about that we see here gathered 
together at our biennial conference the re- 
presentatives of thirty-two different nations 
which have adopted this scheme, all intent 
on doing their best to build good citizens for 
their respective countries. 

We are fortunate in the privilege accorded 
to us of holding our conference in this land 
of peace and beauty. These noble mountains 
around us, standing high and looking un- 
moved over centuries of man’s petty affairs, 
warn us with a new sense of proportion to 
aim high and to look wide. ith such aids 
I feel that our conference cannot fail to be 
successful in developing high ideals and the 
best methods of bringing them to pass.—

GOVERNMENT CHEMIST’S 
REPORT. 


WORK OF THE LONDON 


LABORATORY. 

Interesting facts are disclosed in the report, 
issued in London last night, of the Govern- 
ment Chemist upon the work of the 
Government Laboratory for the year ended 
3lst March, 1926. Chemical work of various 
Government departments is performed wholly 
or in part in the laboratories. 

The report states that the total number of 
samples examined in the course of the year, 
including those dealt with at the chemical 
stations, was 445,606, as compared with 448,106 
in the preceding year. ere has been a 
decrease in the number of samples examined 
of 10,685 at the Custom House branch, and of 
8138 at the chemical stations; but the 
number examined at Clements Inn shows an 
increase of 16,323. The samples of wine have 
decreased from 116,547 to ,395 ; and of tea 
from 58,022 to 39,391. 

There has been an increase of 4,755 in the 
number of samples of offal tobacco for draw- 
back, and an increase of 2,590 in the samples 
of tobacco and snuff. These samples 
in the previous fell considerably owing to 
the cessation of 


increase to other countries was well maintained. 
There are notable increases in the number of 
samples of imported beer, cocoa gc“ds, and 
imported spirits and spirituous preparations. 
e new duties on silk and artificial silk 
have necessitated the examination of over 
12,000 samples during the year, and the work 
in connection with the Safeguarding of 
Industries Act has again involved the examina- 
tion of nearly 10,000 samples.

ITHE DAY’S WORK 


IN IRELAND. 
SIX HOURS NOT 
ENOUGH, “ 


UNPALATABLE FACTS 
FROM AMERICA, 


ms 


President Cosgrave yesterday heard Mr. 
Pirie MacDonald, President of the New 
York Rotary Club, preach the gospel of 
work to the weekly luncheon meeting of 
Dublin Rotarians. One of the points 
which the speaker urged in the 
course of his very interesting address was 
that five or six hours were not enough for 
a day's work. They in America, he 
declared, found it necessary to.spend ten 
and twelve hours a day in their factories, . 
offices, and workshops. , 

“ You may think that because you have 
rigid office hours for your employés there 
is no harm in your remaining out of 
office until 10.30 a.m.; but I tell you, 
friends, that that simply ‘ don’t go.’ You 
have gotta be there at 8 o’clock like your 
staff, because they gotta see that the old 
man has an interest in his business.”’ 


A CHANGING IRELAND. 


THE LESSON OF BOHEMIA. 

Mr. MacDonald opened his “talk’’ by -a 
reference. to his first’ visit to Ireland two 
years ago, when, he said, he had been be- 
witched by the country. The change which 
was coming over Ireland was something that 
they in America who had Irish blood in the 
veins—and his mother was an Irishwoman— 
viewed with more than academic interest. 
He proceeded. to draw a parallel between 
Bohemia and Ireland. Both countries had 
emerged from long periods of oppression, and 
he had had an opportunity of studying 
Bohemia's reactions to the change; they ex- 
pressed themselves in an extreme Chauvinism, 
in the feeling that the boundaries of Bohemia 
were sufficient for all Bohemians, and that 
nothing from outside should be allowed to 
come in. Then the intelligentsia of Bohemia 
set about ridding the country of that negative 
tendency and making the people conscious of 
the new word ‘‘ Czecho'Slovakia.’’ 

Propaganda on a progidious scale was 
undertaken abroad and at home, production 
was speeding-up and increased to such an 
extent that to-day the country was one of 
the most financially sound and stable 
countries on the Continent, and was really 
better understood in the United States than 
Ireland. That was too bad, the speaker 
commented. : 
OVERDOING THE TEACHING OF IRISH. 

He had a strong feeling about the use of 
the Irish language. He felt that it should 
be the vehicle of their culture. It had a use 
—a great'use—in the hearts and homes of 
the people. The children should be “ brought 
up to it” and it should be an evidence of the 
country’s culture. He had a fear, though, 
of overdoing Irish in business, and a fear of 
its possible interference with their relations 
with the outside world; he thought it was. 
for that reason, a matter that should be 
considered with great care. 

The Ireland of to-day, he continued, was 
most evidently different from the Ireland that 
he knew two years ago, and the change dis- 
tinctly one for the. better. The spirit of 
negation, the spirit that said 'I am net 
sure’ for: ‘‘I will” or “I can,” must be 
banished. It was only the affirmative. mind 
that achieved anything. It bred confidence, 
and confidence they must have in the men 
that they selected to govern. It was no use 
““damning-out' an employé for not doing 
a particular thing in the way that you 
thought it should be done. You put him 
there, and he should not be pilloried for your . 
mistakes. It was the same wath Governments. 
He could not urge wholelieartedly enough 
the cultivation of the affirmative spirit. 
The negative mind never could accomplish 
anything. 

THE WORKING DAY. 

. Mr. MacDonald went on to suggest that 
the Irish working day was entirely too shgrt. 
and expressed the hope that his remarks on 
the subject would be taken in the spirit in 
which he uttered them. “I did not come 
here as the President of the New York Rotary 
Club,” he declared. “I paid my own way 
here in order to be able to talk frankly to 
you. There is a lot for you to do, and while 
you are doing these things as well as you 
may, you have got to tell the world 
about Ireland.’”’ He knew a big Ameri- 
can importer who bought twelve  mil- 
lion dollars worth of trish linen every 
year. He was recently asked if he 
bought anything else made in Ireland, and 
his reply was: “‘Why, what else can you 
make in Ireland?” That was illuminating. 
Crossing over to Ireland in an American 
steamer a fortnight ago he had picked up a 
pamphlet: ‘“‘ What to See,” containing a list 
of attractions for tourists. Put away in the 
middle of the fifteen items set out under the 
heading of Great Britain was “ The Dublin 
Horse Show ”-—nothing more. 

The speaker pointed to the recent decision 
of the German railways, a decision backed by 
the State, to establish a tourist bureau in 
Piccadilly (London) for the purpose of naking 
known what Germany had to offer the tourist 
in the way of health and recreation. Aaving 
instanced the success of individual Irishmen 
in the United States, he suggested that their 
success was due to the lack of certain of those 
conditions that made for inefficiency at home, 
where it might seem the accepted thing to 
have a little time off for afternoon tea, and 
from one to two hours for lunch. Irishmen 
had the capacity to achieve the same <uccess 
as brother Irishmen in America, but they 
could not do it on five or six hours a day. 


MONEY LOST TO IRELAND. 

“ Every year America spends 500,000,000 
dollars outside America,” said Mr. Mac- 
Donald, “ and you are getting the smallest 
end of it.” He ventured to say that Serbia 
was getting a bigger whack of it. There was 
another thing that he would like to mention. 
There was a recent case of an American who, 
in order to be permitted to spend his money 
in Ireland, was required to pay a second in- 
come tax, and so the visitor had gone home. 
They would have to be careful and wise in 
matters of that kind, because they wanted 
Americans to come to Ireland, and they 
wanted them to spend money in a way that 
would make them want to spend more. 

Mr. MacDonald concluded by saying that 
he had come to Ireland:-because he loved it, 
and he wanted his fellow-Americans to love 
it, too. 

The address was punctuated by applause, 
and the visitor resumed his seat, to the ac- 
companiment of enthusiastic cheering and 
hand-clapping.

IRISH AGRICULTURE WRONG. 

Coming om to the reactions of the revival 
of the packing industry in Drogheda, his 
Worship was very emphatic in expressing 
opinions which were the result of his long ex- 
perience of local matters, strengthened by his 
knowledge of the two counties acquired in his 
profession as an auctioneer of high repute. 
“The whole system of Irish agriculture is 
wrong,” he said, “and if it is not changed at 
once there is nothing before the country but 
economic damnation.”’ 

He dwelt at length on the present position 
of the farming community, which he 
described as very bad. The harvest of hay 
and corn is the best for years, but the people 
have not the livestock to eat it, and there is 
no market for it. The land of Ireland is only 
half stocked with cattle and sheep. He 
knew that that was a fact in Meath, and he 
judged that it was true of other parts from 
his observations during a recent journey 
from Dublin to Limerick.

THE FARMERS’ CHANCE. 

The big men must rear calves and go in 
for winter feeding. That means more tillage, 
not. compulsory tillage, mind you; and more 
work, hard work. ‘The only source of wealth 
in this country is agriculture, and that is 
being damned by our ancient, stupid methods 
and our- confounded laziness: It is all non- 
sense to say that the land of Meath can be 
utilised economically in no other direction 
than that. of fattening cattle. I know’ Meath 
well and I can say that there is not a farm 
in’ the county but has land that should be 
tilled for winter feeding of cattle. Our only 
customers will not have the beef that was 
good enongh for them in the past. They 
have changed their taste, and unless we 
change our methods to meet their wishes 
there is no use in anyone. starting a dead- 
meat factory here or any where else.

Srr,—My éxperience, as one who has to do 
4 t deal of night driving, is that it is far 
saler to keep one’s headlights full on than to 
be fussing about with switches.

with no reflectors, and—in the half-light one

o-night driving on the Bray road at that 

hour was worse than a nightmare, and one 
wondered if the local lunatic asylums had 
turned their inmates loose on the road. I 
met one woman pushing a perambulator, in 
which were two children, on her wrong side 
of the road, although there was a good, wide 
footpath available for her use on her correct 
side, I pulled up and asked her if she was 
qualifying for the lunatic asylum, and she 
merely remarked: ‘‘ Indeed, and haven’t I as 
much right to the road as you?’ 

I cannot see that a medical certificate would 
be of any more use than that of any official 
who may issue a certificate of a n's 
ability to drive. A driving examination, and 
& strict one too, is very badly needed. A 
medical certificate, as the term is generally 
understood, would only lead to constant 
trouble, as no doctor is capable of certifying 
for how long a person may be qualified ac- 
seeding to medical theories. We often hear of 
these blind, deaf and dumb people who are 
supposed te be driving cars, but it would be 
interesting to get facts. These are surely easy 
to get, as the authorities would naturally have 
records of any case of accident due to these 
causes; and if there have been no cases— 
which is more than probable—it would be 
better to try to eliminate conditions which 
are only too obvious than to get worried 
about the cars blinding along the road in

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COURT-MARTIAL ON IRISH 
GUARDSMAN. 

A courtmartial was held at Aldershot yes- 
terday for the trial of Gua an Francis 
Mostyn, of the Ist Irish Guards, who was 
charged with offering violencejto his superior 
officer, in that he did, at ida Barracks, 
Aldershot, on 21st August, when checked by 
Company Sergeant-Major Whelan, attempt to 
strike him and then pursue him with a rifle 
and fixed bayonet.

As he a ed him, 
accused rushed at him with his rifle and fixed 
bayonet. Witness guarded his head with his 
right hand, and caught the blow on bis hand, 
spraining his wrist. Mostyn left the ranks 
and chased after him in an excited manner 
until he wes disarmed. 

Sergeant McCabe said that the prisoner 
appeared to be very excited, and as he was 
acting in a dangerous manner, he struck him 
hiar the butt of his rifle and knocked him 
own. 

Mostyn, giving evidence, said that he was 
annoyed at being checked by the — y 
sergeant-major and lost his temper. en 
he left the ranks he remembered little of what 
happened. He only remembered starting to 
chase the company sergeant-major, and he re- 
membered nothing more until he came to on 
his way to the guardroom. 

Captain Gordon, the Company Commander, 
said that Mostyn had a very bad temper, and 
when he lost his temper he was not, in wit- 
ness’s opinion, entirely responsible for his 
actions. 

Accused was found guilty, and sentence was

THE MAORI TOUR. 


NOTES ON THE PLAYERS. 

Mr. C. J. Wray, the New Zealand representa- 
tive on the R.F.U. Committee, has furnished us 
with information concerning the Maori Rugby 
team now on its way to Europe as the guesis of 
the French stag Fás Union. 

The team, ich ig' expected to arrive at 
Marseilles on theo 3rd September, will comprise, 
with one or two exceptions, the best Maori players 
of the Dominion. In the words of Mr. - 
Parata, who acted on the Selection Committee, 
and will accompany the team as one of the 
managers:—“ The forwards will be fast and 
weighty, and the backs will also have plenty of 
pace. It is our intention to make the game as 
fast and open as possible, and. though we shall 
be out to win, attractive football will be our chief 
aim.” Mr. Parata added that the Selectors were 
very careful to see that the men chosen were 
those who would be a credit not only to the Maori 
race, but to the Dominion as a whole. 

The captain is W. Barclay, who was educated 
at St. John’s College, Auckland, and he held a 
commission in the Maori Pioneer Battalion, which 
served in France. He is a fast wing three-quarter, 
and is credited with a great performance in a 
test match played by the Maoris against New 
South Wales in 1922, when, the latter leading by 
22 points to 6, Barclay scored na‘lesa than four 
tries in the second half, and converted into a 
victory what before had seemed almost certain 
defeat. The vice-captain is R. J. Bell (Otago), 
who plays five-eighths, and has represented New 
Zealand, as well as playing in the inter-island 
matches. He was also in the Maori team that 
visited Australia in 1923. Falwasser, who 
plays wing three-quarter, is very speedy, and a 
great’’scoring man. The same may said of 
W. Lockwood, who is also a very strong tackler. 
T. P. Robinson (three- quarter) is a “find” as a 
result of the trial matches played before the team 

was selected. He is only twenty years of age, 
but stands 6ft. lin. in his stockings, and weighs 
14st. 6lbs. 

Another three-quarter of promise is L. R. Grace. 
whose age is 18, height 5ft. llins., and weight 
12st. 2ib W. Neera is a five-cighths player 
highly spoken of, and W. Shortland is a iight- 
weight “half,” turning the senile at 10st. 3lb. 

He is reported to rank next to “Jimmy ” 
let “All Black” fame) among the Maori 
cks, 

Turning to the forwards, the two brothers §&. 
and J. Gemmell are said to be a great pair. They 
were both educated at Te Aute Native College, and 

Sam has played for New Zealand. He 
considered one of the best forwards the Daminien 
possesses. kika is a forward of 14 stone, and 
stands 6ft. 3ins.; he is very speedy and good in the 
loose. The team also includes the Rev. H. P. 
Matene, one of the best 
Zealand, and D. Manihera, who plays ‘ 
is a strong runner and a deadly tackler. 

There are other players in the team better known 
than some of those mentioned; but the details new 
given will indicate that the Maoris are a good lot. 
Their average age is calculated to be about 22, and, 
thongh 7 the weights are not available, they will 
probably be found to equal that of the average of 
the New Zealand Rugby team of 1924-25. 

With good leadership the team, states Mr. Wray, 
should win most of their games. The Maori is an 
adept at handling the ball, and some really fine 
exhibitions of the passing game should be given. 
They played a Ceylon team the other day at 
Colombo, giving a very brilliant all-round display, and 

winning the match by 37 points to 6. Many of 
them have been educated at Te Aute College, and 
the annual match played between the famous 
Wanganui School team and their dark brethren from 
Te Aute is, perhaps, the finest game to see in the 
Dominion. 

The Maoris are strictly an amateur team. Like 
the “ All Blacks,’ they receive no payments what- 
ever and no pocket-money, the only personal con- 
cession allowed them being voucher tickets for their 
refreshments.
